Had there bcoa assuranoo wnntiog 
to confirm the high appreciation which 
the people of this Province entertain 
towards the men who form the proaon», 
Government, of Canada the public 
dinnor of Tuesday established most ood» 
cluaively'tho depth and Bincority of thai 
appreciation . and the gratcfol feetiaga 
with which our '.people rogard that 
Government for the noblo and genorons 
manner in wbioh they bare acted to- 
Wards this Province. Wo gathered from 
the press and othor sooicos the (simple 
foot that tho. Government had a hard 
strugglo to carry the torms of union 
through tho Dominion Parliament, ow- 
ing to tho resistance of an unscrupulous 
Opposition; but wo did not until Tues- 
day have a conoeptiou ot the magnitude 
of that struggle Not alono did two of 
our delegates bear noblo tostimcny to 
tho fairnenB and faithfulness of tho Gov* 
ernmont of Canada, but the Miniator of 
Publio Works, in plain and telling 
■words, detailed the truo character and 
incidents of that strugglo to obtain for 
British Columbia good terms. Tho 
friendly reception of our delogatos at 
Ottawa, tho disposition not to tuko ad- 
vantage of our weakness, tho negotia- 
tion and dosing of the terms, tho con- 
flict, in both tho Houbcb of Parliament, 
the successful result of tho tactics of tb« 
noblo and gallant Itador of tho Quebec 
forces, the final passage of the terms 
intact and tho planting of tho Domin- 
ion flag on the shores of the Pacific 
were all detailod in a manner so gra* 
phio, bo foil ot earnoBtness and eo con- 
vincingly that doubt was romovod for 
evor from tho minds of thoso who hoard 
bim, of the determination and tho ability 
of the present Canadian Government to 
carry out thoir compact with British 
Columbia in the fullest and most prompt 
manner. It must, therefore, bo evident 
to every reasonable man's mind that 
it is the desire and detprminntiou of the 
present Government of Canada to fulfil, 
and if possible outdo, all that baa- been 
pledged.. Did wc not, oven before 
union was a fact, seo detaohments 
of surveyors, geologists and others ar- 
riviog in our Provinco, and anticipat- 
ing the advent of union by beginning 
thoirVork of exploration ? Have wo 
not seen their Inspector of Post Offices 
regulating and bringing into order our 
chaot'c system and giving ub facilities 
and cbeapnoes of postal communication 
Bach as we hod hardly droamcd of? 
Do we not now seo amongst us their 
Minister of Public Woiks,— one oi their 
ablest and most needed men— dolaying 
other importaut publio and private 
interests in order to servo ours, by find- 
ing out all our warns so as to cnnblo the 
Dominion to make amplo and liberal 
provision for tbem ? With what inter, 
est and indefatigable energy does he 
travel to all parts of the Provinco to 
thoroughly uuderatund its resources Hid 
ascertain it* requirement?, interviewing 
people of all olus-es-our publio men, 
our roorchants, our mechanics, oar farm- 
ers and our miners. lu short, MrLun- 
gevin mean's to Bee and learn every 
want and requirement of tho Province 
and then, with his co'lleugfccs in tho Gov- 
ernment, see that overy need is 
supplied. Seeing then as svo have, and 
knowing as we do tho deep interest in 
the welfare of the Province entertained 
by the men who compos tho Govern, 
ment of the Dominion, what is the dtity 
of tho people of this Province 7 It is uol 
enough to merely feel under obligates 
and bo thankful and pleaded that the 
Goven merit and people of Canada have 
dealt with us liberally and kindly ; but 
It it our duty further specially to re- 
memtier the men who compose tho pro- 
Bout Government of Canuiitv— mon who 
dared to do right and to act according to 
thoir convictions, notwithstanding the 
treacherous apo*tacy and opposition < 1 
thoso politician-, who in hope to over- 
throw the Government and gaio n power 
which they could not honestly obtain, vio- 
lated their own Oll/expresScd opinions and 
in direct conflict with 'ho viewa of thoir 
own constiiUL'uoieB, opposed, ricaiust reason, 
conscience and loci, the echemc ol uuion, 
tho Irostration of which would hnvo been u 
calamity to tho peoplo ol the Dominion tod 
this Province too serious to contemplate. To 
the men who compose ffio Government of 
Canada do we ot British Colombia owo a 
deep debl ol gratitude which thould ho di^s 
chuiged by the return lo ihe house of Com- 
mons of only men who will, regardlefB ol 
local purlieu, eupport the prtnetit Ministry ol 
Ihu Dominion. Any candidate for the Com- 
mons who will not uuroHervcdly pledge bim- 
sell to bucS n eoiireo 6uou'd not receive tho 
voles of ihu electors;
